and which would give the anti-prohibs
eight of the twelve councilmen. Soms
of the proh'bs claim that a division of
this kind is to be made n order that a
force suflicient in the council will be
ecreated  so  that the present 10
v'clock closing ordinance can be repealed

miayor and eouncil must divide the wards
as near oqual in population and torritory
ns possible, at least approximating that
way. Then the pronibs would euter the
spring campaign with fre in their eyos
and blood on the moon.

A peculiar world, " sald a mining expert
at the Planter’s house yesterday. “'Here
I pick up the papers and read of Mrs,
Muackay's doings in Paris—how she re-
corves the scions of royalty, how she en-
tertams, how sho appeara at the opera,
how she dresses, and how she does a
thousand other things; and then | ean
searcely conceive that vighteen years ago
she kept a bonrding-house in Virginia
City and that 1 was one of her boarders,
Yot it is true, and I often ponder over it,
She was a young widow then, with an
Interesting ehiid whao has since matured
into a youog lady and was resently
marricd  to an Maban  prince  of
some  Kind, That little  girl has
often fet on my knee with o little tin
can in her hand which contained the
contributions ot her admirers, In those
days we lived principally on eanned
food, nmil Mrs. Mackay’s buck yard was
,m\‘ml with tin eans,  The child had se-
ceted aovery pretty ean, which one of
the boarders transformed into nlittle
bank. ‘T'his was partly tilled with coin
the result of a tribute which she levied
on her friends.  She would elimb on the
boarders’ knees, and, shaking her little
bank would say: 'Is you lucky to-day?
This query had the desired ofleet, and
the bunk receipts were inereased.  Even
in her days of distress Mrs, Muckay wis
a ool woman.  She personally superin-
tended aflars and  madae her boarders as
comfortable as possible. 1 was then a
superintendent under Fair, and Mackay
was already aomillionaire. Mining stock
was the rage then, and [ remember often
how she would come to me and some of
the other boarders and ask our advieo
about certain stocks, and 1 am happy to
sy that the adviee I gave her was good,
and it T had taken it myself [ would
now be $35,000,000 or $06,000,000 better off
than I am.

“Then Mackay took a shime to the
widow, and bemg reputed one of the
woealthiest men 1 the camp he found
smooth sailing. He couldn’t win on hiz
shape nor his beauty, for everybody who
has seen Muckay knows that he wouldno't
tnke a prize in a congress of beauty.
Fhey were married, and the hittle givl no
longer sut on the miners’ knees, and
mamma's delicate hand no longer placed
cornbecf and cabbngo on miners' plates,
They rose faster than Sheridan stock did
Inst summer, the only difforence being
that their rise was backed by hard coin.
The great Comstock lode continued to
wur forth its richness and Mackay and
s partner beeame immensely wealthy,
Although reared in poor circumstances,
Mrs. Muackay showed her good sense by
securing u private tutor, by whom she
drilled and edueated for five years. The
little daughter was put through the same
course and fitied to shine in the most
cultivited sceiety ot the old world., Then
came the congaosts in New York, San
Francisco, linally the trips to Earope. A
year ngo 1 was in Paris and one evening
attended a performunee at the Gram
Opera ‘honse, It was afirst night, and
prominent in a private box were two la-
dies dedecked with dinmonds and fes-
tooned  with flowers. They were the
egynosure of all eyes and leveling my
lasses, 1 discoverad behind the silks,
flowers, and dimmonds the foce of my
former lamdlady in Virgima City, The
cutlines were the same, but time had
wrought its chunges. The young lady
with her was the Tilllu cirl who used to
play on my knee. Asl stood looking at

HE HAD BEEN HANGED ONCE.

Ouse of Theodors Baker Under Bontence of
Death in New Mexico.

HOW IT FEELS TO BE LYNCHED.

The Killing of Frank Uhrah—Results
of A& Wile's UnfalthfMlneoss—An
Effort to Save a Cons
demned Neok,

Friends of Theodore Baker, now eon-
fined in the penitentiary at Sante Fe, N,
M., nnder sentence of death tor the mur-
dar of n man in Exst Colfax county, that
territory, think it particularly hard that
ho should ba eompelled to mount tho
gallows, The territorial supreme eourt
has just rendered o deeision in his cuse
wlirming the sentence of death, and fix-
ing the duate of nLis execution during
February. The  prisoner's friends
will =ea if thoy eannot get the ense before
the United States supreme court, on the
ground that Baker has onee been hangad
for the erime, and  that the proposal to
hang him again i2 in violation of tho
constitution of the United States, which
declares that 4 man  shall not be twice
put in jeopardy for the same ollence.

BAKER'S (CIAVE
was the killing of Frank Ubruh, a little
more than a year ngo.  Uhrah was a sur-
voyor, and Baker had been asked by him
to Keow o wateh upon affairs at Ubral's
ranch while the latter was absent. In
this way Baker and Mrs Uhruh struck up
an intimacy whieh lasted for some time.
Coneerning the denouement there are
conflicting stories. Daker and the wo-
man say that Uhroh attacked Baker and
that the shooting was in seli-defence.
Neighboring rauchers assert, however,
that the linison was notorious and that
Baker and the woman had more than
onee threatencd to make away with
Uhrub, The position in which the body
of the murdercd man was found, and the
fuets that bullét marks in the wall of the
room indieated that the shooting was all
on one side, also served to fix guilt upon
Baker. The prisoner is o yonng man of
more than the ordinnry intelligenes, and
the woman who is now in jnil at Springer
awaiting trinl us an accessory, is pre-
yssessing in appearance.  As soon as
duker was placed under arrest be was
conveyed to Sovringer where
IE WAS SEIZED BY A MOR
and lynehed before he could be put in
jail, Murders nad boeen of frequent oo
currence in that vicinity, and it was
enough for the crowd to know that the
oflicers had a man enarged with that
crime. ltis not probable that one man
in ten who participated in the lynebing
of Baker knew anything about the cir-
cumstunces of the erime with which he
wns charged,  Having hanged him in the
regulation style to the limb of a tree and
fustened the loose end of the rope to the
trunk, the mob watched the dangling
body for a few minutes and then left the
spot, dividing up among the various sa.
loons of the town, where the meident
crented only a passing sensation, W hile
the lynchimg wis going on the sherift was
watching allfnirs near by, nnd ns soon as
he saw the crowd disperse he ran quickly
to the hanging form and eut it down.
With the assistance of a deputy he ear-
ried the body to the back door of the juil,
and on entering that bullding and giving
orduers not to be disturbed, he proceoded,
with the assistance of a pin-siuiuu. to ro-
vive his prizoner.  Duaker had been
HANGING BY THE NECK
for ten minutes when he was cut down,
nnd at least fifteen mimutes more elapsed
before the sherift’ had him in  Jail.  All
this time the prisoner wias nnconseious
and apparently lifeless, DBut the sherifl’
went to work on him with great energy,
and after half an hour of rubbing and
thoe application internally and exter-
nally of spirtts, he was rewarded by see-
ing the man who had been hanged open
his eyes and look wonderingly about
him. All that night the sheritf never left
his eharge for a minute, and by morning
of the next day he had Baker sufliciently
revived to breathe with regularity, and
to eat in a mechanical way some light
food, Thus far no one in Springer knew
of the recovery, except the sherifl, his
deputy and the doctor, and it was de-
¢ided that the matter should be kept
A PROFOUND SECRET
until Baker could be removed to Santa
e for sufe keeping, This was accom-
plished during the following week, and
he man who had had such a strange ex-
perience was placed under the care of
competent physicinng there. At first
Baker conld nottalk at all, but grad-
ully his thoughts became collected, anid
on several oceasions he desecribed to
visitors his sensations 08 he was hanging
to the limb from which he had been
loosely swung.  For six monthis he suof-
fered intensely from  pains in the head
and from dizziness, sometimes becoming
almost deranged, being unconseious of
Lis surroundings, During these periods
lie would live over again his experience
ut o rope’s end, amd on recovering he
would ba wenk anmd u’t‘l'u!{r
dipressed in spirits, On his tria
the fucts as to his previous
exoeution were ignored, thongh half a
dozen men from Springer were pscsent
and ready to swear that the real Baker
had been hanged once for the murder of
Unruh, The identification of the priscner
wius complete, of eonrse, but no amount
of testimony will ever satisfy the Spring-
erites that the man now in custody
i4the ona that they lynched, Among the
most active friends of the prisoner now
are thio men who helped {n hang him,
and if they have any influence he will not
agnin go to the rope,

Although under the decision of the
territorinl supreme court Baker must
hang, itis the general belief that he will
be respited for thirty days ot least,to give
hos friends time 1o make some eflorts in
Lis Lehalf.
